Understanding  Reached  at  the  Cabinet  Meeting 

Matters  Concerning  Organisation  and  Budget  of  the  Plan  for 
Survey  of  the  Economy  of  FRENCH  INDO-CHINA.  (June  27,  1941) 


1.  A  general  and  systematic  economics  survey  shall  be  carried  out  by  the 
permanent  economic  investigation  organ  to  be  established  in  the  Japanese 
Consulates -General  in  HANOI  and  SAIGO'J. 


Although  the  structure  of  the  said  permanent  organ  will  be  discussed 
separately,  it  is  naturally  an  agency  of  the  Foreign  Ministry,  and  the 
Foreign  Minister  (or  the  Consul-General  on  the  spot)  shall  handle  its  budget
